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MAN RECEIVES 
JAIL SENTENCE 
FOR “KINDNESS” 


SAN FRANCISCO (#)—The 
Christmas spirit of Oscar Ray- 
mond Eastin, formerly a miner 
of Minturn, Colo., got him a six 
months sentence in the county 
jail. 

Federal Judge George B. Har- 
ris found that Eastin indulged 
his feeling of good will while a 
guard at Alcatraz federal peni- 
tentlary, and. exercised it by 
smuggling whiskey, snuff, candy 
and mail to case-hardened in- 
mates of “The Rock” in disre- 
gard of regulations. 

Further, the government 
charged, Eastin was particular-. 
ly remiss in favoring the notor- 
ious “D” cell block—origin of 
the bloody Alcatraz revolt of 
May, 1946, and the block hous- 
ing life term prisoners and iso- 
lation cells. 

Judge Harris found that Eas- 
tin, wartime Navy seabee, was 
motivated only by “kindly” in- 
tentions and possessed an un- 
blemished record. 

However, he found that Eas- 
tin’s actions established a “dan- 
gerous conduit” into Alcatraz. 
He pronounced.a six months sen- 
tence, although the maximum 
penalty provided by law is ten 
years. 

Eastin’s smuggling, the court 
was informed, was halted- vol- 
untarily after the 1946 Christ- 
mas season, although his house 
served as a sort of prison “post 
office” during the smuggling 
period. 
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Charles V. Barr,

Charies V. Barr, president of 
the ‘First National Bank of Up- 
land, died this . morning 
home at 535 North Euclid avenue 
in Upland, following a lengthy ill- 
ness. 

Born June 28, 1864, in Morris, 
Iil., Mr. Barr moved to Upland in 
the spring of 1915 and purchased 
an interest in the First National 
Bank. He had visited the On- 
tario-Upland area in _ previous 
years and had acquired an orange 
grove in Ontario. 

He joined the bank as vice- 
president in 1915 and in a few 
years was elected president by the 
board of directors and served in 
that capacity until his death. 

He is survived by two sons, Al- 
lan S. and Raymond Barr, ‘both 
of Upland, and two grandchildren. 
His wife preceded him in death 
in 1936. 

Funeral services will be held on 
Friday at 3:30 p.m., in the Up- 
land Presbyterian church, with the 
Rev. Dr. Rufus W. Oakey, church 
pastor, officiating. Interment will 
follow in Bellevue mausoleum. 
Stone’s mortuary in Upland is in 
charge of funeral arrangements.

WASHINGTON (#)—The cost 
of living’ index soared to a new 
high in September—66.1 per cent 
above the prewar August 1939 
levels, the bureau of labor statis- 
tics reported today. 

It was 12.3 per cent higher than 
‘@ year previous and 22.9 above 
June 1946. 

This tabulation, known as the 

consumers’ price index, was re- 
corded at 163.8 per cent of the 
1935-39 base period. 
, Between mid-August and mid- 
September, the report, which cov- 
,ers retail prices of goods and serv- 
ices: purchased by moderate income 
families in large cities, rose 2.2 
per cent. 

Prices of all major groups ad- 
vanced during the month, food 
leading the way with an increase 
of 3.6 per cent. Rents were up 2.2 
per cent. House furnishings 1.8, 
apparel .9 of one per cent, fuels 
and ice .6 of one per cent. 

All items other than foods rose 
‘1.2. per cent of the average. 

In addition, the bureau reported 
that wholesale prices on foods in 
the week ended Nov. 15 were 8.5 
per cent above a year ago. The 
wholesale index on all commodi- 
ties was 16.7 per cent above a 
year earlier, but ver increase re-

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SNAKE VENOM 
HELD CURE FOR 
CHILDLESSNESS 


LOS ANGELES (/)—The prob- 
lem of human infertility is still 
far from solution, says Dr. Lew- 
is Michelson of Stanford Univer- 
sity, although a _ snake-borne 
natural ferment may help. 

Encouraging results have been 
reported in a few cases in which 
hyaluronidase has been used, Dr. 
Michelson, gynecology and obstet- 
rics professor, told a convention 
of the Los Angeles urologic so- 
ciety yesterday. 

Hyaluronidase, he said, is a 
natural ferment present in some 
human glands and also in leeches 
and venomous snakes. 

Dr. Michelson described the 
use of hormones “until investi- 
gation produces more _ potent 
preparations and fully  demon- 
strates their effectiveness.”
